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On the other hand, the quantity 
of butter in cold’ -sterage in.Can- 
ada at the close of the manufac- 
turing season of 1912 was‘ inguf- 
ficient to meet the demands 
through the winter months. The 
price naturally rose until it was 
possible to bring in butter: from 
New Zealand and pay the duty 
thereon‘and still make a_ profit. 
Five * million pounds of butter 
have been imported in the past 
five months ‘to.meet the shortage 
in the Canadian supply: It hard- 
ly -requirés any argument:to 
prove that if there had been an 
additional ten million, pounds of 
butter, or more, in cold storage 
in Canada last fall, the price 
would never have been higher 
than the export basis, which 
would have been from 22 to 24 
cents per pound, whereas, the 
wholesale price during last wint- 
er was 31 ‘and 32 cents per 
pound in Eastern Canada. These 
two instances are sufficient answ- 
er to absurd and exaggerated 
stutements which are frequently 
made as to the supposedly enor- 
mous quantities of the perishable 
food products held in cold stor- 
age. 

Such statements are made oft

of the food which is required to 
feed a given number of people for 
a stated period, but the absurd- 
ity lies in the fact that the 
greater the quantity there is in 
storage the better chance there 
is for the consumer to secure his

The Divorce Laws 

Already thirty applications for 
divorces are booked for the sen- 
ate committee for the coming 
session, and more are coming in 
every day. And: The Montreal 
Star declares that we place our 
hands to our breasts and thank 
Providence that we are not even 
as the American publicans who 
tolerate divorce laws. : 
Ofcourse the truth is that we 
shall probably pass next session 
some thirty or more divorce 
laws. That is the only way a 
betrayed man or a tortured wom- 
an can get a divorce in the mor- 
al part of Canada. The moral 
part of Canada consists of On- 
tario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. {fn the immoral 
part of-Canada, which consists of 
.the Maritime Provinces and Brit- 
‘ish Columbia, they are so lost to 
all sense of-decency that they 
have—let us whisper it—divorce 
‘courts. where a divorce is a mat- 
iter of justice and not a privilege 
‘of the wealthy. 

For, in the moral part of Can- 
ada, a man may be ever so cruel- 
ly betrayed, or woman ever so 
brutally tortured, but neither of 
them can get relief unless théy 
have money enough to appear 
before a senate committee at Ot- 
tawa and get an act of parlia- 
ment passed. There is go di- 
vorce for the poor. And the re- 
ason why there is no divorce for 
the poor, while there is plenty of 
divorce on the say-so of a parlia- 
mentary committee for the rich, 
is because in the moral part of 
Canada we think it wicked to 
pass a‘divorce law—so we pass 
thirty. ’ 

The present condition of our 
divorce laws, making divorce the 
privilege of the wealthy, is im- 
moral, and has a ‘deplorable in- 
fluence upon the people of Can- 
ada. -

SIXTEENTH CENTURY 
»SHIP COMES TO LIGHT 

London, Dec. 5.—The hull of an 
old timbered ship, uncovered near 
Woolwich, convinces antiquarians 
that the discovery is nothing less 
than the remains of the famous 
sixteenth century ‘British war- 
ship, the Great Harry. 

Seymour Lucas, the historical 
painter, says that two wheels of 
a gun carriage of the reign of 
Henry VIII., or early in the 
reign of Elizabeth, together with 
stone cannon balls and pieces of 
Elizabethian pottery, all taken 
from the hull, prove the accur- 
acy of the statement, and adds 
that .there was a dock built in 
1512 ‘at Woolwich where the 
Great Harry was probably lying 
when destroyed. 

No ship is now in existence 
earlier*than Nelson’s flagship, the 
Victory, recalling to Englishmen 
Britannia’s early navy, and very 
probably steps will be taken to 
preserve this hull as a relic.
